Approves Social Security Raise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Finance Committee has 
voted unanimous approval of a 
proposal that would raise min- 
imum Social Security payments 
for every aged person who has 
paid into the system for at 
least 30 years to $200 a month. 
For married couples the figure 
would be $300. 


The measure adopted Mon- 


day would substantially close 
the gap between benefits for 
people who have worked many 
years at low-paying jobs and 
those for people who have con- 
tributed to the system at max- 
imum levels and therefore re- 
ceive maximum benefits. 


It represents a major shift in 


emphasis away from the prin- 
ciple that recipients should get 
back from the system in pro- 
portion to the amount they 
earned—and 
contributed—dur- 


ing their working years. 


Finance 
Committee 
Chair- 


man Russell B. Long, D-La., 
said present payments for a 
person with 30 years in a min- 
imum-wage job covered by So- 


cial Security run about $133 a 
month. The new legislation, if 
enacted, would raise that about 
$67 a month to a new total only 
$16 below the present $216 max- 
imum. 


The maximum is expected to 


be increased 10 to 15 per cent 
before action on the Social Se- 
curity bill is completed, but the 
gap would still be relatively 
narrow—probably in the neigh- 
borhood of $30. 


The theory of nearly equal 


benefits for aU is not new, but 
the system in the past has al- 
ways given more weight to the 
principle that recipients should 
receive benefits in proportion to 
their contributions. 


The new proposal is an at- 


tempt to provide ample month- 
ly payments to retired low-in- 
come workers without giving 
big raises to people who get So- 
cial Security but have other 
sources of income and don't de- 
pend on the federal benefits as 
much. 


Long said the new bill would 


affect about 340,000 people at 


an immediate cost of $110 mil- 
lion a year, with the long-range 
price tag estimated at about 
$1.5 billion a year. 


That is considerably more 


than the bill already passed by 
the House to raise minimum 
monthly benefits to $150 for in- 
dividuals and $225 for couples. 


The formula approved by the 


Senate committee would give a 
person a minimum of $10 a 
month in benefits for every 
year worked in covered em- 
ployment in excess of 10 years. 
A person with 20 years in cov- 
ered employment would receive 
$100, one with 25 years $150 and 
one with 30 years $200. 


In each case the spouse's 


benefits would add 50 per cent.

We 
see no basis to seek to inter- 
vene in that," said John Wil- 
son, a public information offi- 
cer at the Justice Department. 


However, Wilson did not rule 


out the possibility of the depart- 
ment entering the case even- 
tually. 


"As acting Atty. Gen. Rich- 


ard Kleindienst said in the 
briefing last week, we're taking 
a look at all pending school 
cases.

Renews Reform Plea 


Says Alcoholics Can Be 
Taught to Drink Socially 
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BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) — 


Alcoholics can be taught to 
drink without getting drunk, 
according to Johns Honkins 
medical researchers at City 
Hospitals. 


The researchers argue in an 


article to be published soon in a 
British journal that the idea an 
alcoholic can't stop after the 
first drink is false. 


Nineteen 
chronic 
alcoholic 


volunteers were asked to limit 
their drinking to no more than 
five ounces a day, even though 
24 ounces were within easy 
reach. 


Based on experiments over 


the past few years, the re- 
searchers reported the alcohol- 
ics controlled their drinking 
76.6 per cent of the time. Faced 


Faillace and Dr. Ira Liebson, to 
be published in Behavior Re- 
search and Therapy magazine, 
said the 19 patients were given 
access to as much as 24 ounces 
of bourbon. Some were told 
they could drink all they want- 
ed without consequences. Oth- 
ers were told that consumption 
above five ounces a day would 
bring revocation of privileges. 


The article said a key to the 


process was that reward of 
punishment immediately follow- 
ed the behavior it was meant tf 
enforce or discourage.

Bullfighting Season

MADRID (AP) — Another 


bullfighting season has begun 
in Spain but what's in store for 
the future seems uncertain for 
all but the bulls. 


They, of course, by tradition 


must die. Before the season 
ends next fall, more than 13,000 
of them will have been dragged 
from the nation's bullrings. 


Their year, if they can be 


said to have one, is expected in 
1973 when a new law takes ef- 
fect requiring fighting bulls to 
be at least 4 years old. The 
bulls still will be killed—law re- 
quires it—but the theory is they 
should be able to make a better 
fight of it. 


This season's outlook, how- 


ever, for tourists, bullfighters, 
managers and breeders is less 
optimistic. 


Spain's 
No. 1 bullfighter, 


Manuel 
Benitez, 
"El 
Cor- 


dobes," has announced his re- 
tirement. A mainstay at draw- 
ing crowds, especially tourists, 
El Cordobes has changed the 
style of modem bullfighting. 
His retirement, if it sticks, is 
expected to damage both reve- 
nue and spectator interest. 


Two other good draws, San- 


tiago Martin, "El Viti," and 
veteran Antonio Ordonez also 
have given up. 
But it is the 


retirement of El Cordobes, a 
millionaire at 35, that is ex- 
pected to hurt the most. He 


says he may turn to acting. 


Some bullfight critics have 


implied El Cordobes was moti- 
vated to retire by the new law, 
pointing out that a 4-year-old 
bull is far bigger, wiser and 
stronger than the animals on 
which El Cordobes rode, some- 
times literally, to fame. 


Bullfight authorities, prodded 


by a nationwide press and tele- 
vision campaign, also 
have 


promised to crack down on 
breeders and managers who 
shave the bulls' horns or force 
feed them. 


Cynics say they have heard 


all this before and the season 
will depend on how well mata- 
dors can 
fill 
El Cordobes' 


shoes—or wipe away the popu- 
larity of his flamboyant style.

— Astronauts will play their 
first role as surveyors of 
earth's resources during three 
Project Skylab space station 
missions next year. 


The two-story skylab station 


will be launched unmanned in 
April, 1973. During the next 
eight months it will be visited 
by three different three-man 
crews. The first will stay 
aboard for 2S days and the last 
two for 56 days each.

sources experiment package 
containing six camera and sen- 
sor systems.

(AP) - In administering drugs 
to fight cancer, a little may be 
better than a lot, a cancer re- 
searcher says. 


Big doses of powerful drugs 


seem to depress or weaken the 
natural defenses or immune 
mechanisms of the body. 


So Dr. John H. Frenster of 


Stanford University School of 
Medicine is treating some 
patients with only one-third to 
one-half the dosages of drugs 
ordinarily given to cancer 
patients. 


He hopes to cause less sup- 


pression of normal defenses, 
because suppression can rob 
the patient of benefits that 
might come from surgery, radi- 
ation or steps taken to boost 
the immune system. 


Frenster told an American 


Cancer Society seminar for sci- 
ence writers on Monday that 
there are some promising signs 
from 
the first 
11 patients 


treated with low dosages of 
three standard drugs in com- 
bination. The drugs were identi- 
fied as cyclophosphamide, vin- 
cristine and V-fluorouracil. 


All the patients had widely 


disseminated cancer, beyond 
the help of surgery or radi- 
ation, which were clearly prog- 
ressing. They had modules of 
cancer or other symptoms that 
could be measured objectively 
if benefits did come from drug 
treatment, and they met other 
criteria for the experiment. 


Of the 11 treated for at least 


one month, seven showed objec- 
tive regression of more than 50 
per cent in one or more of the 
measurable signs of cancer ac- 
tivity, Frenster said. 


Two showed a cessation of 


growth in cancer that had been 
growing steadily, while the can- 
cers of two other patients kept 
progressing. 


One woman has gone for 


more than seven months, show- 
ing 
regression 
of cancerous 


spots in the lung and becoming 
able to walk again. 


The low doses 
of drugs 


seemed to allow the natural im- 
mune system to perform a big- 
ger role in combating the can- 
cer, Frenster said. The patients 
apparently also benefited from 
other steps taken to bolster the 
immune mechanism. 


The study is being expanded.

(AP) — Rep. David Pryor, D- 
Ark., said 
Monday he was 


afraid of "economic kingdoms" 
such as International Telephone 
& Telegraph Corp., and that it 
was time for Congress

overhaul our basic antitrust 
laws." 


Pryor, one of four Democrat- 


ic candidates for the U.S. Sen- 
ate seat of John L. McClellan 
in this summer's primaries, 
told Siloam Springs Jaycees 
that the IT&T case will have 
served a purpose if it "causes 
us to re-examine the policies 
which have allowed business gi- 
ants to seize economic power at 
the expense of ordinary busi- 
nesjes and at the expense of 
the American public." 


He said that the 200 largest 


corporations 
in 
the 
United 


States controlled 58 per cent of 
the nation's manufacturing as- 
sets. 
" . . . Do these conglomerates 


operate beyond the reach of 
laws to which the 
ordinary 


businessman is subject?" Pryor 
asked. 


He said he wanted to keep 


government 
agencies 
"small 


enough and manageable enough 
that responsibility is clearly as- 
signed." 


Pryor, McClellan, Ted Bos- 


well of Bryant and Foster John- 
son of Little Rock are seeking 
the Democratic nomination for 
the Senate. 


campaigning Monday on the 
border of his Minnesota home, 
urged in Superior, Wis., im- 
provements to the St. Lawrence 
Seaway. 


And Wallace drew a turn- 


away crowd in Green Bay to 
hear his listing of issues with 
the emphasis on burdensome 
taxes. 


While those four contenders 


in Wisconsin's April 4 Demo- 
cratic primary pressed into the 
final week of campaigning for a 
pivotal presidential test, Eu- 
gene J. McCarthy plugged for 
two other rivals on the crowded 
ballot. 


McCarthy, who won in Wis- 


consin four years ago after for- 
mer President Lyndon B. John- 
son quit the White House race, 
said he would like to see New 
York Mayor John V. Lindsay 
and Rep. Shirley Chisholm of 
New York do well in the pri- 
mary. 


The former Minnesota sena- 


tor said his plug for Lindsay 
and Mrs. Chisholm didn't mean 
he 
was 
conceding his 
own 


chances for victory, and added 
he still considers himself 
a 


serious candidate. He spoke to 
about 300 students and faculty 
members at the University of 
Wisconsin in Madison. 


Muskie sought votes at labor 


meetings 
in Milwaukee 
and 


Janesville, saying a "blatant 
bias toward big business" on 
the part of the Nixon adminis- 
tration 
prompted 
top union 


leaders to quit the Pay Board. 


He told steelworkers in Mil- 


waukee 
that 
Wallace 
talks 


about overhauling taxes to ben- 
efit the average 
man "but 


George Wallace doesn"t have 
any of the right answers." 


"The truth is that George 


Wallace talks about the little 
guy, but he has spent his entire 
time in public life serving the 
big guy," Muskie said. 


Muskie said he would as 


president reform the tax struc- 
ture and curb the power of big 
corporations. 


Wallace, who drew more than 


1,500 
persons to a Green Bay 


rally Monday night, accused his 


rivals of "me toosism" on such 
topics as tax reform. He con- 
centrated on the property tax, 
a sore subject with many Wis- 
consin voters.

British Technicians Kidnaped in Turkey

UNYE, Turkey (AP) — Thou- 


sands 
of police 
and 
army 


troops combed rugged terrain 
and cities today for the leftist 
terrorists who abducted three 
British technicians from 
this 


Black Sea town. 


Turkish commandos in the 


contingent said they expected a 
full scale gunfight if they catch 
up with the kidnapers. Both the 
commandos 
and 
the 
urban 


guerrillas 
who abducted the 


technicians were armed with 
submachine guns. 


The kidnapers, said to be 


members of the outlawed Tur- 
kish peoples Liberation Army, 
reportedly demanded the re- 
lease of three comrades whose 
death sentences have been ap- 
proved by the president but are 
pending appeal in court. 


One of the kidnapers 
was 


identified as Cihat Alptekin, a 
fugitive accused of complicity 
in the kidnap-murder of Israeli 
Consul General Ephraim Elrom 
last May. 


Officials said five abductors 


kidnaped the technicians Sun- 
day night after entering the 


apartment of 10 Britons. They 
bound and blindfolded all of 
them and took away three, Gor- 
don Banner, 35, Charles Turn- 
er, 45, and John I*w, 21. The 
victims are civilian employes 
of a Turkish air force radar 
base in Unye. 


A Land Rover believed to 


have been used in the kidnap- 
ing was found abandoned in a 
town 105 miles inland from 
Unye. 


The abduction aroused in- 


dignation 
against the urban 


guerrillas, whose strength is es- 


timated at a few thousand. 


In Ankara, former President 


Ismet Inonu, considered 
the 


grand old man of the nation, 
appealed to all Turks to aid of- 
ficials in tracking down the kid- 
napers. He asked the people to 
mobilize "as if for defense of 
the motherland." 


Inonu revealed that the kid- 


napers left a note promising to 
free the Britons if the state 
frees their condemned leftist 
friends. But officials said they 
knew of no such note.
